It  is  interesting  to  learn  the  names  and  read  the' 
biogra|)hies  of  ilmse  who  stand  prominent  upon  theji 
scroll  of  fame.  The  sayings,  doings  and  writings'; 
of  the  inemorahle  author  of  ‘  More  Snakes  in  the  ■ 
Grass,’  have  pre-eminently  placed  him  in  this  con-  ^ 
spicuous  position ;  and  justice  to  him  and  the  world 
demand  that  he  should  not  live  and  die  inohscurity ;  i, 
that  he  should  be  known  to  the  present  and  all  fu-  'l 
lute  getierations.  I  regret  toy  inability  to  impart 
any  information  concerning  his  parentage,  the  won-  j 
derful  place  of  his  birth,  or  history  of  his  youth.  , 
All  I  can  do  is  to  furnish  some  brief  sketches  and  ’ 
inciilents  that  may  he  of  service  to  the  individual 
who  shall  assumtf  the  very  responsible  task  of  in- ! 
diting  a  memoir  of  this  illtistrions  personage.  Ilis  , 
cognomen  is  the  REV.  (?)  MR.  DVTEIl.  He  is 
pastor  of  a  little  Presbyieriati  church  in  Preston  ;  ;i 
a  moral  and  intelligent  town.  The  fabled  wolf  co- ;; 
vered  by  the  skin  of  another  animal,  no  more  clear¬ 
ly  exhibited  his  ears,  than  did  this  distinguished  di-  j 
vine  in  the  remarkable  essay  to  which  we  have  j 
already  referred.  After  reading  it,  I  commuoica-  j 
ted  my  discovery  to  others,  anil  found  that  those; 
acquainted  with  his  recent  history  saw  his  venera¬ 
ble  face  perfectly  as  in  a  mirror.  Parental  pride 
soon  led  him  to  assume  and  thus  forever  settle  the. 
paternity  of  the  child.  1 

Not  satisfied  with  the  immortality  thereby  ac- ' 
()uired,  he  addressed  a  Memorial  to  the  Secretary^ 
of  Stale  ami  Supcrintendeirt  of  Common  Schools,^ 
for  the  laudable,  three-fold  purpose  of  inducing  hinr 
to  (irevent  the  Uni  versa  lists  from  occupying  a  school 
house  fur  religious  meetings,  to  exclude  the  ‘snakes  | 
in  the  grass’  from  the  libraries  of  district  schools,  ; 
and  to  place  therein  the  works  of  the  ‘  American 
Tract  Society.’  The  circumstances  under  which 
it  was  written  render  the  deed  doubly  infamous. — ; 
A  school  house  had  been  erected  in  district  number 
four,  in  Preston,  long  before  there  was  a  meeting- !' 
house  in  the  town.  At  lengtli  three  meeting-hou- i 
ses  were  reared  ;  one  for  the  Seventh  Day  Ba|)tisis  * 
about  three  miles  south-west,  one  for  the  Presbyie-  T 
rians  (Mr.  Dyer’s  congregation)  about  two  miles 
south-east  of  that  disiricM,  and  one  therein  fur  the 
Calvinisiic  Ba|iiisis.  Universalisis  and  others  of 
liberalscniimeiiisaidcd  liberally  in  buihlingihetwu| 
houses  last  named,  and  wiihuut  their  subscrijitiuns, 
certainly  one  could  not,  and  probably  ueiihcr  of 
them  could  have  been  comjileted.  The  Presbyte- ; 
rians  promised  that  theirs  should  be  open  to  all  de- 
nominaiioiis  when  not  occupied  by  them,  which  i' 
they  declared  they  expected  would  ba  but  a  portiou !'

No  man  perhaps  is  aware,  !j 
says  Collet,  how  much  our  moral  and  social  sentiments  i 
are  fed  from  this  fountain — how  powerful  conscience  ]! 
would  become  without  the  belief  of  a  God — how  palsied  j' 
would  be  human  benevolence,  were  there  not  the  sense  H 
of  a  higher  benevolence  to  quicken  and  sustain  it — how  f 
suddenly  the  whole  social  fabric  would  quake,  and  with  a 
fearful  crash,  sink  into  hopeless  ruin,  were  the  idea  of  a  | 
Supreme  Being,  Accountableness,  and  of  a  Future  Life, ! 
to  be  utterly  erased  from  every  mind.  Once  let  men ' 
thoroughly  believe  that  they  arc  the  work  and  sport  ofi, 
chance — that  all  their  improvements  perish  forever  at ' 
death — that  the  weak  have  no  guardian,  and  the  poor  no'! 
avenger — that  an  oath  is  unheard  in  Heaven — that  secret 
crimes  have  no  witness  but  the  perpetrator — that  human  j' 
existence  has  no  purpose,  and  human  virtue  no  unfailing  |! 
Friend — that  this  brief  life  is  every  tiling  to  us,  and  death 
is  total,  everlasting  extinstion — once  let  men  thoroughly  ll 
abandon  religion,  and  who  can  conceive  or  describe  the  '> 
extent  of  the  desolation  which  would  follow?  j 

W’e  hold  it  to  he  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the ! 
mural  sentiments  should  be  developed  ulong  with  the  in-  L 
lellectual  powers.  Dnlesa  this  be  done,  I  question  very  i 
much  whether  the  whole  duty  of  the  Teacher  has  been  ji 
discharged.  Intellectual  and  religious  instruction  should  ! 
be  combined,  iliat  there  be  a  harmonious  development  of 'j 
the  whole  mind.  It  fiught  not  to  be  overlooked,  that,  in  ' 
general,  the  character  received  in  childhood  and  youth,  is  ' 
retained  in  every  succeeding  period  of  life.  How  neces-  t! 
sary,  therefore,  that  ilte  mural  being  be  trained,  and  that  {! 
religious  instruction  be  imparted  by  the  teacher  to  those  i' 
consigned  to  hU  care.  : 

There  have  been  sad  mistakes  made  with  reference  to  | 
this  matter.  The  whole  process  of  Education  seems  to  1 
have  been  carried  forward  on  the  ground  that  the  child  ; 
had  no  religious  nature — that  he  had  only  an  intellect  to  n 
be  cared  for  and  developed.  We  have  said  that  man  has'' 
an  intellectual  nature — and  we  have  meant  something  by  \ 
it.  And  so  we  have  marshaled  instructors,  and  plied 
every  means  in  our  power,  ‘  to  lead  up  the  youthful  mind  to  ' 
the  manhood  of  its  understandings.’  All  iliis  is  very  welt  I 
—  this  we  should  have  done,  atid  not  left  the  other  un¬ 
done.  But  we  have  neglected  that  which  is  more  than  i 
the  intellectual,  and  left  the  religious  nature,  untrained,  , 
uneducated.  And  hence  it  is  that  we  *  See  lads  and 


young  men  thickly  springing  up  in  the  midst  of  us,  who 
startle  at  the  mispronunciation  of  a  word,  as  though  they 
were  personally  injured,  but  can  hear  vollies  of  pro¬ 
fanity  unmoved  ;  who  put  on  arrogant  aira  of  superior 
breeding,  and  sneer  with  contempt,  at  a  case  of  false  spell¬ 
ing  or  grammar,  but  can  witness  spectacles  of  drunken¬ 
ness  in  the  streets  with  entire  composure.  Such  elevation 
of  the  subordinate,  such  casting  down  of  the  supreme,  is 
incompatible  with  all  that  is  worthy  to  be  called  the  pros¬ 
perity  of  their  manhnoil.  The  moral  universe  is  con¬ 
structed  upon  principles  not  admissive  or  welfare  under 
such  an  administration  of  its  laws.  In  such  early  habits 
there  is  a  gravitation  and  proclivity  to  ultimate  downfall 
and  ruin.  If  persevered  in,  the  cun.sammation  of  a  peo¬ 
ple’s  destiny  may  still  be  a  question  of  time,  but  it  ceases 
to  be  one  of certahity.’  (Horace  Mann.) 

In  view  of  this  state  of  thing.s  what  should  be  done  ? 
Why  EDUCATE— educate  the  long  neglected  moral  or  reli¬ 
gious  nature.  Bring  out  the  whole  being,  and  instead  of 
sending  (orih  from  the  school  room  mere  intelligent 
worldlings,  let  them  be  those  who  are  prepared,  by  the 
training  and  instruction  they  have  received,  to  walk, 
whole-souled,  into  the  midst  of  the  busy  scenes  of  this 
wotid,  and  win  crowns  and  true  honors  in  Life’s  great 
conflict. 

UNWORTHY  MEANa 

It  is  a  maxim  with  some,  that  the  end  justifies  the 
means ;  and  there  are  by  far  too  many  who  are  ready  at 
all  times  to  act  upon  such  a  principle,  however  much  it 
may  in  many  instances,  full  sliort  of  the  principles  of  jus¬ 
tice  and  integrity.  We  were  forcibly  reminded  of  this 
truth  a  sliort  time  since,  in  taking  up  a  paper  advocating 
the  doctrines  of  a  limited  salvation,  in  which  was  found 
a  low  thrust  at  Universnlists  and  Universalism.  The  pa¬ 
per  is  not  at  hand  and  in  quoting  from  memory  the  precise 
language  may  not  be  given,  but  the  sentiment  was  as  fol¬ 
lows: — One  of  the  ministerial  brethren  was  upon  one  of 
his  parochial  visits,  and  in  a  family  upon  which  he  called, 
found  an  aged  lady,  and  in  paying  proper  respect  to  age 
he  inquired  of  her,  if  she  enjoyed  religion.  She  answer¬ 
ed,  ‘  no  sir,  I  am  a  Universalist.’  From  this,  of  course  tho 
reader  was  left  to  draw  his  own  conclusions,  respecting 
our  principles  of  religious  faith. 

Whether  this  anecdote  is  founded  upon  truth,  or  merely 
the  fancy  of  some  visionary,  newspaper  paragraph  writer, 
ii  matters  not.  But  of  one  thing  all  may  rest  assured  ; 
that  if  the  Indy  did  not  enjoy  religion,  it  was  not  because 
she  was  a  Universalist,  but  because  she  did  not  live  up  to 
the  requirements  of  that  faith  ;  and  hence  her  answer  in 
no  argument  against  the  truih  of  Universalism.  Thi'a. 
faith  requires  of  its  believers,  strict  obedience  to  all  of  the 
precepts  and  injunctions  of  the  Gospel  and  if  its  professors 
do  not  obey  these,  Universalism  is  not  responsible  for  it 
but  the  responsibility  must  rest  upon  the  actors  for  not 
walking  worthy  of  the  faith  for  which  they  have  declared. 

Open  and  manly  opposition  we  admire,  and  argument 
put  forth  in  candor  we  are  ple*ased  to  nice*. ;  but  this  low¬ 
lived  witticism  is  contemptible.  All  are  entitled  to  the 
free  enjoyment  of  their  own  opinion,  and  if  another’s  faith 
is  unlike  our  own,  it  is  no  rea.son  why  we  should  treat 
him  with  disrespect  or  ridicule  hi.s  opinions.  But  it  is  a 
source  of  regret  that  so  many  are  found  who  lose  sight  of 
tliat  manly  spirit  which  should  always  characterize  the 
course  of  man  toward  man,  and  abuse  every  one  whose 
thoughts  are  different  from  their  own.  But  they  have 
their  reward.  Their  course  will  eventually  bring  them  to 
a  knowledge  ol  the  fact,  that  their  own  bitterness  serves 
only  to  retard,  if  not  actually  to  destroy  the  credit  of  the 
doctrines  of  their  own  religious  faith.  S.  J.  G.

Jus¬ 
tice  demands  that  we  should  have  it.  If  we  iiad  it,  we 
should  be  comparatively  well  ofl' — but  here  we  are  ;  worth 
$2000  in  small  accounts  and  notes  of  from  $1  to  $10, 
and  over — and  the'persons  owing  us  are  scattered  far  and 
wide.  'Phese  are  small  sums,  and  it  does  seem  to  us,  that 
it  would  not  hurt  those  who  owe  us  to  pay  these  small 
sums,  so  much  as  it  will  injure  us  to  do  without  them. — 
The  great  many  *  littles’  would  make  us  a  ‘mickle.’  Shall 
we  have  it  ?  or  shall  we  struggle  along  without  it  ?  We 
must  have  a  settlement  with  every  one  who  is  in  arrears 
and  know  what  to  depend  on.  We  tender  our  thanks  to 
those  who  have  paid  us  promptly,  and  ask  those  who  have 
not  to  remember  us  in  mercy.’ 

O’  Br.  W.  Bell  of  the  ‘  Gospel  Fountain,’  in  noticing 
the  Western  Evangelist,  alludes  to  this  paper  as  follows: 

‘  The  Magazine  and  Advocate  is,  and  always  has  been 
a  good  paper  ;  but  it  should  years  ago,  have  increased  in 
size  in  proportion  to  the  increase  of  its  patronage.’

We  are  happy  to  say  that  our  present  list  is 
more  than  double  what  it  was  last  year,  and  when  it  shall 
have  increased  so  as  to  enable  us  to  wipe  out  some  old 
scores,  and  place  us  in  a  situation  to  enlarge  it,  we  shall 
be  glad  to  do  so,  if  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  our 
friends.

I  where  he  died.  He  was  an  early  pioneer,  not  only  in  pra- 
I  paring  this  mooutainoua  and  ragged  country  for  the  abode 
jl  of  civilized  man,  but  was  ever  ready  to  aid  by  hia  word 


and  meana,  the  promulgation  of  God’s  impartial  grace;  to 
plant  tbe  teed  of  truth  in  the  rough  fallow  ground  of  the 
human  heart,  and  to  water  the  tender  plant  with  his  worka 
of  love.  The  early  companion  of  hia  youth,  tbe  partner  of 
hia  joys  and  sorrows,  left  this  world  for  a  better,  a  fhw 
years  before  him.  He  anstained  during  liia  lilh  a  good  cha¬ 
racter,  such  as  is  worthy  of  imitation;  and  lived  as  a  good 
citizen,  husband  and  father.  Few  men  had  a  less  nnmber 
of  enemies.  He  was  esteemed  by  those  who  knew  him. 

Another  Revoldtionart  Soldier  Gone  !— Died  at 
bis  residence  in  Harford,  Susquehanna  county.  Pa.,  on  the 
26th  of  May,  Mr.  Rufus  Kingsley,  in  the  8Itb  yeai  of  k'w 
age. 

Mr.  Kingsley  was  born  in  Windham,  Conn.,  Feb.l,  1763, 
and  entered  into  the  service  of  bis  cooniry,  as  a  drummer, 
at  about  the  age  of  13.  He  was  among  the  troops  that  com¬ 
menced  tbe  struggle  for  liberty  at  Bunker  Hill,  and  contin¬ 
ued  in  the  service,  from  time  to  time,  until  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  at  the  close  of  the  war.  Within  a  few  years  bo 
has  visited  the  roonnt  of  strife  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston, 
and  beat  the  early  reveille  while  standing  upon  the  mono- 
ment  of  bis  country 'a  glory.  What  were  his  reflections  f 
The  pen  can  not  record  them,  and  silence  must  answer.— 
He  was  likewise  a  soldier  of  the  Cross.  The  same  free 
spirit  which  nrged  him  to  throw  off  a  foreign  yoke,  likewise 
led  him  forth  into  the  field  of  free  inquiry,  and  be  spurned 
all  creeds  but  the  word  of  God.'*  In  short,  he  believed  ia 
the  aalvaiion  of  all  men.  This  faith,  we  may  irnly  say,  en¬ 
dowed  him  with  all  the  Christian  vlrtnes;  patience,  cbeer- 
fulness,  faith,  hope  and  love  were  hit.  Far  tome  time  he 
had  associated  with  the  idea  of  hia  death,  these  words:— 
‘We  trust  in  tbe  living  God  who  ia  the  Saviour  of  all  men, 
especially  of  those  that  believe.  These  things  command 
and  teach.’  He  sealed  these  words  with  orders  for  ibem 
to  be  opened  after  bis  death,  for  the  purpose  of  being  used 
at  a  text  on  the  occasion  of  bis  fhneral,  which  was  compli¬ 
ed  with.  He  likewise  selected  the  22d  verse  of  tbe  IStk 
chsp.  of  1st  Cor.  to  be  inscribed  on  his  lomb-stone.  Thus 
after  setting  hia  bouse  in  order,  he  has  gone  to  bis  rati. 

In  addition  to  tbe  above,  it  becomes  onr  painful  doty  to 
add  another  item  in  onr  record  of  mortality,  in  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Lucinda  Kingsley,  wife  of  the  former,  who  follow¬ 
ed  her  husband,  Friday,  May  29ih,  aged  79.  This  worthy 
conple  lived  happily  together  for  60  years,  and  were  fra- 
queolly  beard  to  say  that  they  desired  to  leave  this  world

The  Ontario  Association,  agreeably  to  previous 
notice,  convened  in  the  Universalist  church,  in 
Fairport,  on  Wednesday  morning,  June  10,  1846, 
*and  organized  the  Council  by  choosing  Br.  L.  L. 
Spalding,  Moderator,  and  Br.  C.  Hammond,  Clerk, 
pro  tern. 

2.  The  Council  united  in  prayer  with  Br.  John- 
■on. 

3.  Delegates  from  societies  presented  their  cre¬ 
dentials. 

4.  .\ppointed  Brs.  B.  F.  Gibbs,  J.  Armstrong, 
and  W.  A.  Lockwood  a  committee  to  arrange  the 
public  services  in  the  desk.  Read  and  approved 
the  minutes  of  last  year. 

6.  Adjourned  till  after  the  services  in  the  after¬ 
noon. 

6.  Met  agreeably  to  adjournment,  and  united  in 
prayer  with  Br.  Montgomery. 

7.  Voted  to  receive  the  first  Universalist  society 
in  Rochester  into  fellowship  with  this  body. 

8.  The  committee  on  fellowship  and  ordination 
reported  in  favor  of  conferring  ordination  on  Br.  B. 
F.  Gibbs,  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  and  his 
friends  may  think  best.  Adopted. 

9.  Appointed  Brs-  L.  L.  Spalding.  O.  Ackley, 
and  C.  Hammond,  a  committee  on  fellowship  and 
ordination  for  the  ensuing  year. 

10.  Heard  the  report  of  the  committee  of  disci¬ 
pline.  No  complaint.  Adopted. 

Almond  Gage,  Daniel  Ken- 
3'on  and  John  Loyd,  a  committee  of  discipline  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

12.  Whereas  Br.  Henry  Roberts  in  1842  resign¬ 
ed  his  letter  of  fellowship  to  this  body  on  account 
of  ill  health,  and  whereas  in  1843  he,  having  re¬ 
covered  the  same,  and  being  desirous  of  continuing 
his  services  as  a  preacher  of  the  Gospel,  and  hav¬ 
ing  expressed  such  intention  to  this  Association,  it 
was  unanimously  voted  that  a  letter  of  fellowship 
as  an  ordained  minister  of  the  Gospel  be  granted 
to  him.

A  CHANGE. 

I  Eighteen  years  ago  I  was  located  in  Newfane, 

I  Vt.  where  there  was  a  small  society  of  believers, 

!  which  with  much  exertion,  w’ns  able  to  give  me  a 
j  scanty  support,  (•$120)  for  half  of  the  time.  One 
(|uarier  was  employed  in  Dover,  an  adjoining  town; 

1  the  other  in  Winchester,  N.  H.  When  there  was 
I'  a  fifth  Sunday  in  a  mouth  I  went  to  Chesterfield. 

After  a  time  1  was  able  to  find  places  where  I  could 
I  go  out  and  lecture  on  a  week-day  evening,  or  after 
!i  my  regular  Sunday  service — in  Brattleboro',  Guil- 
j;  ford,  Wilmington,  Somerset,  Patney,  and  other 
Ij  places  where  the  word  had  not  been  preached.  By 
||  and  by,  when  a  brother  (ireacher  came  along  to 
I'  spend  a  Sabbath  and  supply  fur  me,  I  could  occa- 
!  sjonally  preach  where  a  small  pittance  could  be 
given  to  help  him  on  bis  journey, 
j  Preachers  were  as  scarce  as  Societies  in  those 
i^days.  Brs.  W.  Skinnerof  Cavendish,  S.  C.  Love- 
j  land  of  Reading,  J.  Mooie.  of  Lebanon  and  O.  A. 
i  Skinner  of  Washington  N.  H.,  each  some  fifty 
I  miles  distant,  were  my  nearest  clerical  neighbors. 

I  To  meet  them  once  or  twice  a  year  was  cause  of 
great  rejoicing. 

And  houses  of  worship  were  more  rare  than 
either  preachers  or  Societies.  We  met  in  Court- 
Houses,  School- Houses,  Groves,  Barns,  and  occa¬ 
sionally  in  the  town  ‘  Meeting  Houses,’  which  were 
claimed  by  other  sects,  generally  by  the  *  Standing 
Order,’  (Congregaiionalisls)  formerly  so  called  in 
New  England,  but  for  many  years  past  a  falling 
order.  These  houses  had  been  built  by  the  towns 
for  places  of  worship,  and  the  doing  of  town  busi¬ 
ness,  holding  elections,  &c.  The  ’standing  order’ j 
claimed  the  use  of  them  on  Suuday,  but  sometimes 
we  could  get  in  for  a  5  o'clock  lecture,  or  for  a  week¬ 
day,  or  a  funeral  service.  No  society  ever  dream¬ 
ed  of  being  able  to  erect  a  house  for  itself;  hut 
some  had  the  presumption  to  hope  we  might,  in  a 
few  years,  join  with  Methodists,  or  Baptists,  and 
build  ‘Union’  Houses;  and  others  even  screwed, 
up  their  courage  to  think  we  could  one  day  claim  |j 
aright,  in  common  with  other  sects  to  the  ‘old  I 
meeting  house.’  This  last  measure  began  to  be  • 
pretty  loudly  talked  of  before  1  left  that  region,  forji 
that  class  of  men  whocame  out  tosustain  ourcause, 
in  its  infancy,  were  of  good  courage,  ami  jealous  of 
their  rights.  I  remember  some  curious  incidents 
touching  this  matter.  I  was  once  invited  to  Clare¬ 
mont,  N.  H.,  to  preach  a  Sunday.  A  dilliculty 
had  arisen  in  the  society,  and  a  pretty  liberal  com¬ 
mittee  had  been  elected  to  supply  the  desk.  As 
they  had  no  ‘  settled  minister’  they  consetited  to  let 
me  preach  in  the  house.  When  about  to  enter  the 
door,  I  was  met  by  a  gruff  looking  man,  whose  face 
was  flushed  with  rage,  and  whose  voice  trembled 
as  he  asked,  *  Are  you  going  to  preach  here  to-tiay  V 

1  replied  I  had  come  for  that  purpose. 


‘By  what  authority?’  he  boisterously  inquired. 

My  first  thought  was  the  reply  of  Eaiban  Allen 
at  the  suirendeiing  of  fort  Ticonderoga  ;  but  being 
a  little  frightened,  I  modestly  answered,  ‘By  the 
desire  of  the  people,  and  the  consent  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee.’ 

He  angrily  remarked,  ‘  There’s  no  such’thing— 
the  Committee  have  never  given  their  consent.’ 

A  brother  at  my  side,  who  had  invited  me  there, 
said  ‘  I  will  answer  that  matter,’  and  beckoned  me 
to  pass  in.  I  did  so,  and  pretty  soon  the  old  deacon 
came  raving  in  and  motioned  all  about  the  housa 
for  the  people  to  leave.  A  few  did  so,  and  the  ser¬ 
vice  went  on. 

At  another  lime  I  was  invited  to  Greenwich, 
Mass.,  under  similar  circumstances.  The  Com- 
mirtee  had  assumed  the  office  of  Peter,  whether  by 
‘direct  succession’  or  nut,  1  can  not  say;  but  they 
had  put  a  lock  on  the  door  of  the  pulpit,  it  was 
one  of  those  pulpits  into  which  the  preacher  enters 
by  a  side  door  and  so  ‘  climbs  up  some  other  way,’ 
and  ‘  opened  and  no  man  shut,  and  shut  and  no 
man  opened.’  At  church  lime.  Lawyer  M  , 

not  a  Universalist,  but  one  of  the  liberal  party,  con¬ 
ducted  me  to  the  pulpit,  took  the  key  from  his 
I  pocket,  opened  the  pulpit  door  and  ‘  passed  me  in,’ 
then  turned  the  key  upoc  me,  put  it  into  his  pock¬ 
et,  and  took  his  scat.  After  a  little  time  I  heard  a 
tattling  at  the  door,  and  looking  over  the  side  of  the 
pulpit,  saw  a  man  trying  to  get  in.  Failing  of  bis 
purpose,  he  turned  to  the  congregation  and  said,  ‘I 
demand  this  pulfiit.’  Lawyer  M— —  arose  and 
said  rather  sternly,  ‘Sir,  you  can  not  have  it.’  The 
poor  mau  was  fairly  shut  out  of  the  kingdom  that 
time.  I  jiitied  him.  But  thinks  I,  he  is  of  the 
*  Standing  Order,’  and  can  stand  it.  After  a  little 
commotion,  a  few  leaving  the  house — the  services 
began.  At  the  conclusion  my  ‘  legal  adviser’  lib¬ 
erated  me,  and  fastened  up  the  kingdom  till  Icame 
in  the  afternoon. 

Mark  the  change.  Now  there  are  societies  in 
nearly  every  town  in  that  region,  with  neat  and 
comfortable  churches  of  their  own,  or  the  free  use 
of  the  ‘Meeting-houses,’  and  settled  pastors,  each 
of  whom  receives  double  the  salary  I  did,  which  is 
raised  with  half  the  exertion  formerly  required  to 
sustain  a  single  preacher.  In  Brattleboro’  theie 
are  two  houses  and  two  preacheis.  In  the  circuit 
above  named  there  are  more  than  twenty  preachers 
constantly  employed  in  proclaiming  God’s  most 
holy  truth,  peisuading  the  people  to  repent  and  be¬ 
lieve  the  Gospel,  who  are  generally  respected  as 
much  as  the  clergymen  of  any  other  order. 

Veiily,  God  is  doing  great  things,  whereof  we 
are  glad.  Brethren,  let  us  be  of  good  courage,  and 
let  our  hearts  be  strong  in  the  Lord,  to  §o  forward 
in  the  work  he  has  entrusted  to  our  hands;  for  in 
due  lime  we  shall  reap  if  we  faint  not.
